In his room at the Peabody ‘Hotel 
Sheriff Dwight H, Blackwood of: Missis- 
sippi County said today that nearly 
every man, woman and child in_ the 
county wanted the negro lynched.

“When ‘sentiment is that way, there 
isn’t much chance left for officers. Of 
course, we may believe that the negro 
ought to be killed for what he did, but 
asi officers it is our duty to carry out 
the law.”’

PROHIBITION CAMPAIGN 
BEGINS IN SWITZERLAND 


Movement Started to Have Local 
Optiog,,.on the Manafacture 
and Sale of Alcohol.

BERNE, Jan. 25.—America’s prohibi- 
tion of alcohol ,is-having its effect in 
Switzerland. A movement has just been: 
set on foot for including a new article in 
the Swiss Constitution empowering can- 
tons and communes to forbid within 
their territory the manufacture and sale 
of alcoholic drinks. 

There~ are nearly 50,000 hotels, res- 
taurants and inns in Switzerland li- 
censed to sell “spirituous liquors, and 
their owners are crying out that they 
will have no ‘‘ Pussyfoot’’ in Switzer- 
land. They declare that nna the war 
about 4,000,000 tourists annually visited 
Switzerland—that is, about 200, more 
persons than make up its’ tora popula- 
tion—and ‘that their profits were net so 
much on letting. rooms and_ serving 
meals as on alcoholic drinks. Supposing 
each tourist to have spent not more 
than .$100 in Switzerland, this meant 
$400,000,000 annually, which is decidedly 
an underestimate. 

Hotel keepers and restaurant keepers 
generally declare that most of the bill- 
ion francs and more spent annually on 
alcoholic drinks in Switzerland does not 
come from Swiss pockets, but from 
re of foreigners.

EDUCATOR’S CHARGES 


‘Demands That Prof. Hobbs of 
Michigan University Prove 
Statements or Resign.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Jan.' 26.—Rabbi 
Stephen 8. Wise of the Free Synagogue 
New York City, challenged Professor 
William H. Hobbs, head of the Depart- 
ment of Geology in the University of 
Michigan, tonight: in a preface to an 
address given af 4 the rabbi. 

Last Sunday, in a signed communica- 
tion, Professor Hobbs protested against 
the class of men brought here on the 
Orategrical Association's lecture course 
in the last five years.’ He said tha 
with few exceptions, these speakers ha 
been pro-German or pacifist. He de- 
clared that Rabbi Wise had made use 
of his pulpit to spread pro-German 
propaganda, 

Tonight, as a preface to his‘ address, 
Rabbi Wise demanded that Professor 
Hobbs prove his statements or resign 
from the University of Michigan Facul- 
ty, going so far as to declare his inten- 
tion of haling. Professor Hobbs to 
court if he did not comply with the 
suggestion offered. 

“J gee by the papers that one Pro-~ 
fessor Hobbs of the University of Mich- 
igan has published a statement to the 
‘effect that Rabbi Wise was both paci- 
fist and pro-German and has made use 
of his pulpit. to aid German ‘propagan- 
da,’’ said Rabbi Wise. 

‘‘T do not deem it necessary to reply 
to any charges made against me by 
Professor Hobbs to the effect that I 
have tised my pulpit for German propa- 
ganda. I could safely leave the matter 
of Professor Hobbs’s charge to the judg- 
ment of the American people, which, I 
venture te believe, knows where I stood 
and what was the character of my ser- 
vice to America during the war, and be 
the allied cause from the beginning, in 
August, 1914.

BISHOP OF NEW YORK 
Born in England, He Was Eda- 
cated Here, and Is an Expo- . 
nent of Charch Unity. 


The Rev. Dr. William Thomas’ MAn- 
ning becomes the tenth Bishop of New 
York. He is the first: so-called ‘* High 
Church ’’ Bishop the diocese has had 
for more than half a century.- . 

Dr. Mannirig was born May 12, 1866, 
in ‘Northampton,’ England. ‘His ‘par- 
ents, John and Mr§., Matilda Manning, 
are Hving in California. -:

While at St. Agnes’s Di. Manning 
gained the esteem of the late Rev. Dr. 
Morgan Dix, rector of Trinity Parish 
for more than. forty years; and was 
elected asspclate - rector -of - Trinity 
Parish. 1: was on May 4, 1908, short} 
fter the death of Dr. Dix, that Dt. 

anning was elected his successor. 

Dr. Manning stands forth as. afi 

apostle of the reunion of Christendom. 

e-has just issued a book on Church 
unity. He was. one of the pioneers in 
public life who -urged that. America 
enter the war and criticised President 
Wilson from. the ae tg of PN in 
Church. When we went into the war 
‘Dr. Manning wanted to go to France. 
This was impossible because “~he: was 
past the e limit. Instead he went to 

Camp Upfon and served ‘for almost a 
year as a voluntary chaplain. 

Since the war .Dr. Manning has ge 
voted some of his time to the propa 
tion of what is known as the Congrega- 
tional. Concordat. This would permit 
clergymen of other Protestant churches 
to receive additional ordination at the 
hands of an Anglican Bishop and still 
continue in their denomination, but with 
the Briveege of Koministering the -sacra- 
ments of the Episcopal Church under 
prescribed conditions. 

Dr. Manning has never been ill since 
he came to New York, and works eight- 
een hours a day.

A MODERN FIGHTING NAVY. 
The best news concerning the navy 
that has come from Washington for 
some time is the announcement by 
Setretary Danreis of instructions to 
the General Board to report upon the 
comparative yalues of capital ships, 
aircraft, submarines and submersibles 
ag unitg of the fleet. On the day Mr. 
Dantas made this announcement Mr. 
Boraw introduced in the Senate a reso- 
lution calling upon the Nayal Affairs 
Committee to inform the Senate 
whether it was practicable to suspend 
for six months “four naval building 
program now in progress,’”’ so that 
there could be ‘‘g@ full investigation | 
and free discussion ’’ as to what con- 
stitutes ‘‘@ modern fighting navy.” 
An inquiry of the kind has been going 
on in England recently, and the news- 
papers have printed many letters from 
retired Admirals and other naval offi-| 
cers in answer te Sir Percr Scott's 
persistent question, ‘* What is the use 
of a battleship? ’’ He is a retired Ad- 
miral himself and spends much of his 
time in trying to. proye that the éread- 
neught is obsolete.

oLD GREEK PULPIT FOR $105 


Opening Sale of Roman Marbles at 
Anderson’s ;Yields $6,857. 


There opened yesterday at the Ander- 
50h Galleries the first of a series of six 
sales of a collection of Greek and Roma 
marbles, Gothic sculptures, primitive 
paintings, ancient rugs, altars, &¢c., gath- 
ered in France, Austria, Italy and the 
Levant by a well-known European con- 
noisseur, an interesting old pulpit being 


one of the first things sold. 

This was Greek of the seventeenth- 
eighteenth centuries, of carved and gilt 
wood, semi-octagonal in shapé, with four 
arches having floral ornamentation and 
supported a a elaborately caryes and 
gilded. wood columns. It Ny hs feet 10 
inches high and went to A. R. Louis & 
Co. for $105. The arcéaded railing of an 
iconostas, the partition dividing the choir 
of a church, early. fifteenth-sixteenth 
century Gr fourtee beautiful carved 
arcades, in tee pieces,/ with angels’ 
heads in the niches, was bought by A. U.

 Ehe é Treasury decision. states that the 
“retail ‘method is essentially a cost 
meting of valuing inventories.”’ In ex- 
planation, the Commissioner. points Sat 
that while this is‘ true in the case of a 
constant or rising market, in the case 
of a falling market the method becomes 
‘ eost or market, whichever is lower.” 
Permanent records must be kept show- 
ing purchases with the firm name, date 
of invoice, invoice cost and retail sales 
price. . Records of sales, stocks ae. 
must also bepermanently preserved. Th 
percentage of mark-up must be that ae 
closed. by the department records of the 
period for ‘which the return is made. 
Arbitrary percentage of purchase mark- 
up will not be allowed. 

The phrase ‘the value of all mer- 
chandise as received ’’ is construed by 
the bureau to include inventory at the 
beginning of the period.. The purchase 
mark-up must be computed as follows: 
Cost: Inventory at cost at beginning 
porchanes at cost; transportation; retail 
rb postin at sales price, purchases at 
sales price.
